You have requested our advice as to the 
effect of the 1955 laws on the license requirements for sale of lobster 
meate 


. [It is my opinion that section 9 of chap-~ 
ter 308, Laws of 1955 provides merely that lobster meat, in hermetically seal 
cans, not requiring refrizeration, when the contents of the can do not 
exceed eight ounces, may be sold, transvorted and possessed withous vio~ 
lating the requirements of RSA 211:27. In addition, RSA 211:30, relative 
to mutilated lobster meat docs not anply to said sealed cans. fs far as 
the requirement that a license must bo obtained for the sale of lobster 
meat, RSA 211:38 specificzlly states that lobster meat in said hermeti- 
cally sealed cans not requiring refrigeration may be sold without a 
license. 


You hava further inquired whetner grocers 
may purchase for re-sale, horned pout from out-of-state breeders. The 
answer to this is in the negative. torned pout roised by a licensee under 
the provisions of RSA 212:25 may bs possessed, bought and sold for use as 
food. Out-of-state persons raising horned pout are not licensees within 
this act. This is further emphasized by the fact that the lecislature 
sdecifically referred to brook trout raised outside of this state. There 
4s no limit by statute as to the number of such fish that may be bought 
or sold. 


Your third question ralates to tne sale 
of brook trout. RSA 212:30 as amended by section 1, chaptor 33, Laws of 
1955, orovides for tne sale of brook trout by a person licensed to raise 
said fish for sale. This section permits the purchase and sale ror use 
as food "in hotels and restaurants." Section 2 of the said chapter 53 
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also permits the sale of brook trout reised outside of the st:te for use 
-oren as wcll cs oroperlLy 


a9 food “in hotels and restaurants", if they are fr 
tarred. both out-of-state unc in-state wnclosalers must yrve a License to 


sell brook troute 


Your Lost guesvion requests my {aterprotie

wrnything, especially food, used in eatching fish 
e ° . by alluring to a hook « « = 


anything that allureas; a lure. Bait easting = 
Tne projection of a relatively heavy bait, whether 
natural or artificial, which carries out with it the 
light and soft line.® 


Joras and phrases used in 4 statute are to 


be construed according to the common and approved usage of tho lancuags. 
RSA 21:2. Therefore 4t 4s my opinion that the word "bait" includes any and 
all types of lures used in catching fish.
